ACADEMICS 

There are 137 different academic courses offered at Andrean. By senior year, a 
student will have taken at least thirty of these. Students purchase an average of forty 
books for these classes. 44% of students carry their books in Jansport back-packs, while 
24% choose to use East-Pak Hiking bags. The remaining 24% use other fashionable, 
durable book-bags. Students will spend approximately 720 days or 5760 hours at 
Andrean. Of those hours, students will spend almost 90 hours, or 3.75 days eating 
lunch each year. But don’t worry about exercise, because each year students spend 4320 
minutes or about 3 days walking between classes. The average student spends about 

1.25 hours each week night and 2 hours each weekend doing homework. Through four 
years of high school, approximately 1172 hours or 48.8 days will be spent doing 
homework. It’s no surprise that the average Niner uses approximately 9.4 notebooks, 

7.25 pencils and 1 3.4 pens each year. No one is perfect, though; the average Niner uses 
1.3 bottles of white-out correction fluid annually. However, 41% of students prefer 
erasable pens to white-out. With all the time that students and teachers devote it’s no 
wonder that Andrean offers some of the toughest academic courses in the area.
